$345,000 


OPTIONS FILED FRIDAY 


FARE VALUED AT 994850 


Location of Property Shows That A., 
K. & WN. Yards Are To Be of 
Enormous Proportions—Deal 
Means a Great Develop- 
ment Near West End. 


Options on nfneteen valuable pieces of 
West End property, at prices aggregat- 
ing $94,850, have been secured by the 
Louisville and Nashville and Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern railroads in ad- 
dition to the big lot in the same vicinity 
already bargained fr by the same parties. 
This making a total of $345,000 worth of 
property secured in West End. 

Like the first big batch of options, 
valued at $250,000, these last were in 
the name of D. F. MeClatchey, of Mari- 
etta. They are for property nearer in 
than-the first options and relatively more 
valuable. The option contracts were filed 
in the office of the clerk of the superior 
court yesterday. 

These last contracts are of peculiar in- 
terest fo,r through them the general 
public can begin to comprehend the plans 
of the two railroads, which are without 
doubt the parties at interest. 

The property last aontracted for iies 
in the vicinity of Lee, Beecher and White 
streets, including the MeGintv triangle 
btween Lee street and the Atlanta and 
West Point and Central of Georgia rail- 
roads. From this it becomes apparent 
that the proposed great yards of the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern and 
Louisville and Nashville railroads will 
extend from Oakland City as far in 
Beecher street at any rate and from the 
McGinty property on the east to the Tye 
pronerty on the west. 

If this is true, and ail the circum- 
stances point to its truth, the yards will 
be triangular in shape with the base of 
the triangle near Lee street and the 
main line of the railroads entering them 
in the neighborhood of the Tye property. 


Interest in Project. 


When the first batch of options was 
filed a week ago yesterday and the fact 
became known residents of West End, 
Oakland City and all that vicinity were 
greatly excited. Speculation was rife as 
to what the outcome of this vast trans- 
action would be. It soon became .cer- 
tain that the real prospective purchasers 
were the two railroads before named and 
that Mr. McClafhey was merely their 
agent. 

It was conceded, too, that the ultimate 
use of the p- operty bargained for would 
be for railroad yards and syppdementary 
prrposes, but no one could say how great 
or how smali the scope of the project 
was, though the first dea! showed that 
its proportions would be something very 
unusual. 

The first options were for ten pieces of 
property, the aggregate prices of which 
were to be very nearly $250,000. But 
the general outlines of the whole pros- 
pective purchase were rather irregular 
and on thefr face imperfect. 

Even as yet the whole territory the 
railroads evidently have in view has not 
been bargained for, but the options filed 
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yesterday were iike a ray of light on the |! 


transaction, for through them it seems to 
the oudsider the proposed yards begin 
to assume symeétrica] outlines.

GORMAN IS A BELIEVER 
IN DEMOCRATIC CHANCES 


Thinking he Party Has Chance To 
Win, He Naturally Would Ac- 
cept the Nomination—He 
Is, However, Not an 
Active Candidate.

ASHINGTON, D. C., May 27. 
—(Special.)—No recent po- 
litical event has attracted 
as much attention here in Washington 
as the Maryland democratic conven- 
tion of yesterday. Democrats are 
pointing to the platform as an idea! 
statement of the campaign issues 
from the democratic standpoint and 
it is inevitably being compared to the 
resolutions adopted by the New York 
democrats at Albany. 
Beyond this, however, 
great manifestation of enthusiasm 
over Senator Arthur P. Gorman, which 
taken together with the highly com- 
plimentary resolutions adopted is con- 
strued as meaning that the democrats 
of his state intend to present Senator 
Gorman as a receptive candidate for

the presidential nomination. 


GORMAN IN NO SENSE 
AN ACTIVE CANDIDATE 
It is known that resolutions formally 
presenting his name end instructing 
for him would have been unanimously 
adopted except for Senator Gorman’s 
decree that nothing of the kind should 
be done. It w2s solely to prevent this 
that Senator Gorman took part in the 
convention proceedings. Of course his 
f-iends deferred to his wishes in this 
respect. To all of them Senator Gor- 
man made it clear that he is in no 
sense an active candidate for the 
nomination and that under no circum- 
stances would he take part in any 
scramble for the place. But in the 
opinion of democrats and republicans 
here the action of the Maryland con- 
vention put him distinctly in the posi- 
tion of a receptive candidate. Senator 
Gorman will not discuss the nomina- 
tion question.. If he has any plans of 
a -personal nature, even his closest 
friends do not know it. 
GORMAN IS A BELIEVER 
IN DEMOCRATIC CHANCES 
This I do know of my own knowl. 
edge, however, and it may be taken 
as a piece of strong circumstantial evi- 
dence by those who look to the possi- 
bility of his candidacy. Senator Gor- 
man is a strong belteve er in the demo- 
cratic chances of success this year. 
There was a time not very long ago 
when he, like most other democrats, 
felt the outlook was far from bright. 
But he now believes that events are 
shaping toward democratic success 


this year, just as they did in 1892, 


when the democrats swept the coun- 
try. This is the one phase of the situ- 
ation which the Maryland senator will 
discuss with those who seek his views 
upon politics. He thinks that the con- 
servative business elements of the 
country are interested far more in 
having a conservative, safe man lia 
the white house, one whose adminis- 
tration would mean an end to the 
senseless extravagance which has 
marked this two-billion-dollar-a-year 
regime and one ‘vhich would turn out 
the grafters who, under republican 
rule, have honeycombed the depart- 
ments, than they are in any issues 
based upon academic questions. This 
is the demand voiced by the business 
men of the country, east and west, 
north and south—that there shall be 
honesty and economy of administra- 
tion. The republican administration 
has given practical demonstration of 
the prevalence of both reckless ex- 
travagance and dishoresty under it; 
the people, Senator Gorman believes,

Yesterday afigwnoon Colonel Goodwin 
Was pressed to make a definite statement 
of some kind before his departure for the 
west. ‘™ reply he said: 

“During the past week or 
been considering the advisability of run- 
ning for mayor this year. My time, how- 
ever, has been taken up with other 
things, including the arrangements for 
my visit to the west, that I have really 
had little time to consider the matter. 

“The opportunity I ‘have sought is now 
here, I have several weeks ahead of 
me, during which I can give plenty of 
time to the subject. The flattering as- 
surances that have been given me impel 
me to devote much study to the question 
during the course of the next few weeks. 
I shall certainly do so. 

“Tl feel today. more like making the 
race than I have ever before. My incli- 
nation is certainly to make an announce- 
ment, and yet I‘do not care to be defi- 
nite regarding the matter just at this 
time. 

“It is true that I will probably De In 
the race and the people will hear from 
me definitely before very long,” 
The meaning of such an interview, it 

helieved, can only be that Colonel 
will without doubt in the race, 
but that he believes the pyschological 
moment for making his announcement 
hsa not yet arrived. 

The statement of Colonel Goodwin, pub- 
lished this morning, is of considerable 
interest, for the reason that it is the first 
he has made. His name has several 
times been connected with the political 
situation, but not until yesterday after- 
noon did he consent to be quoted regard- 
ing his intentions. 

The tentative announcement of Colonel 
Goodwin puts an entirely new factor in the 
political situation. He has been promi- 
nent in local politics for vears and Nas 
always been regarded as a strong man. 
His first service was as councilman dur- 
ing 1874 and 1875. During 1879, 1880 
and 1881 he was a member of the alder- 
manic board, serving during 1881 as 
mayor pro tem. His first term as mayor 
of Atlanta began in 1883 and ended with 
the of 1884, For eight years he 
remained out of- politics. His second 
term as.mayor of Atlanta covered 1893 
and 1894. 

Colonel Goodwin has held other politi- 
cal offices, but those that have been men- 
tioned were the most important. 

Colonel Goodwin will nave in the race 
with him Harry C. Stockdell, Mayor Pro 
Tem. T. D. Longino and James L. Key. 
These three have already announced, and 
it is therefore sure to be a four-cornered 
race unless one or more of the candl- 
dates withdraw their names from consid- 
eration.

DUEL WITH ARTILLERY 
LASTED THREE HOURS 

Wednesday morning at 5:30 o'clock the 
Japanese attacked Kin-Chou and _ (for 
three hours they had an artillery duel 
with the batteries on Nanshang hill. 
The Russian gunners searched the Japa- 
nese lines with their fire but failed to

sumed at dawn on Thursday. Three Jap- 
anese gunboats then entered Kin-Chou 
bay and cooperated with the artillery 
on shore, shelling the Russian position 
on Nanshang hill. 

A Russian gunboat in Talienwan bay

At an early hour the Japanese infan- 
try moved forward and at twenty min- 
utes past 5 on Thurnsday morning they 
lentered Kin- Chou, the Russians retiring 
(to the south.

COMPLETE SEA BLOCKADE 
NOW ON AT PORT ARTHUR 


Tokio, May 27.—Vice Admiral Togo has 
not established a@ plete blockade 
around the southefA end of liao-Tung 
peninsula. This completely envelOps Port 
Arthur from the seaward and probably 
marks the opening of the final invest- 


ment of the town and its fortifications,

The young man was married four 
months ago into one of the most promi- 
nent families in Laurens county and the 
people of Dublin are almost unnerved by 
the shocking and unmentionable features 
connected with the affair. Coney is in 
jail. Owing to tne prominence of the 
families involved the officers and others 
working up the case have been greatly 
embarrassed, not wishing to cause the 
slighest humiliation needlessly. Coney 
attended Emory college a year or two ago 
and he has always borne a good reputation 
here. The caarge against him is, there- 
fore, the harder for the people to be- 
lieve. When arrested he was in the river 
swamp abolt S$ miles from Dublin 
Coney’s preliminary investigation has not 
yet been set nor has the young man yet 
employed an attorney.

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CUATAMALAN ANT. 
DEATH TO WEEUL 


Important Discovery Made by 
Department of Agriculture 


Hope for Cotton Growers in Result 
of Observations of Botanist 
Cook, Who Says Ants Feed 
on Boll Weevils._ 


Washington, May 27.—The department 
of agriculture today announced that an 
ant has been found in Guatamala that 
is an effective enemy of the boll weevil. 

It wili be immediately introduced into 
the cotton states. The greatest signifi- 
cance is attached to the discovery, which 
Was made by O. F. Cook, the botanist 
in charge of tropical agricultural in- 
vestigation of the bureau of plant in- 
dustry. Cabled fistructions have been 
sent to him to report immediately to the 
department what assistance he needs in 
the way of men and money. 

During a trip in Central America iast 


year Mr. Cook discovered a cotton, grown | 
by Indians, which gave evidence of be- 


ing immune from the attacks of the boll 
wveevf] and on orders from the depart- 
ment he later began an investigation in 
certain points in Quatanamo and Mexico. 
Mr. Cook's investigations have been in 
more or less accessionable regions in the 
province of Alta Vera Paz, Guatamala, 
The weevils are present there, but the 
investigations show that they are un- 
questionably kept in check by the pres- 
ence of one active enemy in the shape 
of a large reddish brown ant which is at- 
tracted to the cctton by the food which 
it secured from sets ofsflora] nectaries. 
Mr. €Cook’s investigations show that these 
ants spread themselves over fields of cot- 
ton four or five to a plant and that they 
are constantly engaged in the destruc- 
tion of the boll weevil. 


Ant Made To Fight Weevil. 

Mr. Cook reports that the adroit and 
business-like way in which the weevil 
is disposed of seems to prove beyond 
question that the ant is, by structure and 
Dy instinct, especially equipped for the 
work of destruction, and is in short the 
true explanation of the fact that cotton is 
successfully cultivated by the Indians of 
Alta Vera Paz in spite of the presence 
of the boll weevil. 

After a conference with Dr. B. T. 
Galloway, chief of the bureau of plant 
industry; Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of 
the entomological division, and other ex- 
perts, Secretary Wilson today had a spé- 
cial bulletin on the subject. printed 
Among other things this bulletin says: 

“The ants, like the Indians, probabiy 
came from the deep interior plateau re- 
gion, where the center of the aboriginal 
cotton industry of Guatamala is still 
located. To establish the truth of sucn 
a fact for this useful insect would 
greatly increase the probability of its 
suecessful introduction into the United 
States, ’ 

“The acclimazation of a thoroughly 
tropical animal requiring continuous heat 
and humidity could scarcely be hoped 
for. If, however, the cotton ant can 
survive a long dry season and perhaps 
cold weather in the table lands of Gua- 
temala it might easily learn to hibernate 
in Texas, as has the boll weevil. The 
ant is much better able to protect -t- 
self against frost, since it excavates a 
nest 3 feet or more into the ground. 
Several have survived confinement for 
twelve days without food and seem now 
to be thriving on a diet of cane Juice. 
To take worker ants to Texas will be 
evidently a very easy matter, but to 
secure queens and establish colonies may 
require considerable time and experiment 
and a thorough study of all the habits of 
the species. 

“Although the cotton seems to be es- 
pecially adapted to attract the ant by 
means of its numerous nectaries, the In- 
sect Is not, Hke some of the members 
of its class, confined to a single plant 
or to a single kind or species. It at- 
stacks and destroys insects of every order 
including the hemiptera and even. Centi- 
pedes. 

“On the other hand, it does not do thé 
least injury to the cotton or to any 
other plant, so far as has been ascer- 
tained, and it can be handled with im- 
punity, having none of the waspish ill 
temper of so many of the stinging and 
biting ants of the tropics. Sifnce where 
once established it exists In large num- 
bers and seeks its prey actively, it js 
a much more efficient destroyer of 
noxious insects than the spider or the 
toad. It seems, in short, not unlikely to 
become a valued assistant in the agri- 
culture of tropical and subtropical coun- 
tries if not in temperate regions. 

“The farmer has a new and practical 
reason to ‘consider the ant.’’’

Recall of Ambassador Nisard Up- | 
held, but Advocates of Denun- 
ciation of Concondat Met 
with Overwhelming De- 
feat at Combes’ Hands. 


Paris, May 27.—After an exciting de- 
bate in which Premier Combes and For- 
¢ign Minister Delcasse set forth the ac- 
tion and purposes of the government to- 
wards the vatican, the chamber of dep- 
uties today by an overwhelming vote 
approved the course of the government 
tn recalling M. Nisard, ambassador to the 
vatican, and rejected all propositions of 
immediate 


dissolution of the relations between the 
church and state. The vote approving this 


action of the government was 427 to 95. 


Premier Combes took the initiative in 
resisting a!l efforts to force the govern- 
ment to extreme action, and his request 
that all questions régarding the separa- 
tion of church and state go over until 
hext January had the effect of postpon- 
ing separation beyond the present session 
of parliament. 

Premjer Combes in his address said the 
recall of M. Nisard ‘“‘Signifies that we 
Cannot allow the holy see to interpret 
the presencé of our ambassador in Rome 
in a sense favorable to its claims or 
to make use of this presence to justify 
pretensions which we reject. It also 
méans that we will not allow the papacy 
e- 
lations and that we intend to have elie 
once for all with the superannuated fic- 
tion of temporal power, which disappear- 
ed thirty-four years ago.’’

WILL NOT MARRY 
BANNED PERSONS 


Presbyterian Ministers May Be 
Enjoined from Performing Rites 


——_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—_—— 


A Resolution to This Effect Was 
Recommended by the Committee’ 
on Foreign Correspondence, 
Suggested by Western 
Section of Alliance. 


Mobile, Ala., May 27.—The eighth day’s 
session of the general asseinbly of the 
Presbyterian church in thé United States 
was begun with devotional exercises con- 
ducted by Rev. W. M. Morrison, an 
African missionary. 

The report of the standing committee 
on homes and schools was read by the 
chairman, Rev. B. M. Shive. It states 
that the schOol educates children of ue- 
ceased ministers and of missionaries in 
foreign lands, and was supported sole- 
ly by contributions. The debt has been 
diminished $1,900, but there is yet due 
the sum of $2,750. Twelve presbyte& 
ries have not paid anything on the debt. 
The report was adopted. 

The report of the committee on church 
and Christian education and the twen- 
tieth century fumd was submitted by 
Cr. J. W. Flinn, of Columbia, S. C. 
More funds are needed for the work. 

The report of \the standing comfhittee 
on systematic beneficence was read by 
Kev. J. W. Siler, and adopted, 

Dr. J. 8S. Lyons, of Louisville, read 
the report of the committee on foreign 
correspondence, and it evoked some dis- 
cussion regarding the appropriation for 
the western section of the aillance, which 
is represented by the churches of Can- 
ada, Brazil and the United States. The 
report was adopted. Rev, W. T. Palmer 
submitted the report of the standing 
committee on publication and Sabbath 
work. It recommends that the publica- 
tion of books bv the committee be dis- 
rensed with. The report was Mocketed. 
Rey. J. D. Leslie, of Texas, stated 
that the special committee on. commis- 
sions was unable to report, as the com- 
mittee could not agree. 

Rev. S. Archer, of Greenville, Miss., 
read the report of the committee on 
Sabbath observance, and it was o:dered 


docketed. 
Chester Defends Himself. 


Rev. S. H. Chester, of Nashville, sec- 
retary of the committee on foreign mis- 
sions, who was not named for reelec- 
tien in the majority report, but was re- 
tained in the minority report, was 
granted the privilege of addressing the 
assembly. He said he would never again 
be a candidate for the position of sec- 
retary of the cOmmittee. He said he 
had been greatly humillated by the _dis- 
cussion of the report in which he was 
concerned. He suggested that testimony 
as to his Christian character be taken 
from the people of Nashville who knew 
him. He has been secretary of the com- 
mittee ten years, and had done the best 
he could, but he is really to ‘resign if 
the assembly ean find a man to take up 
the work on new and advanced meth- 

Dr. Chester was earnestly defended 
his friends in the assembly. 

Rev. W. M. Morrison, an African mis- 
sionary and a member of the commit- 
tee. criticised the work of Dr. Ches- 
ter, and said he di not show the proper 
interest in his work. 

Dr. Boggs, of Jacksonville, Fla., of- 
fered a substitute report, recommending 
the appointment of two coordinate secre- 
tarvies, Rev. E. W. Smith, of North Car- 
Olina, as secretary in chief, and Dr. 
Chester to have charge of the office 
work. The substitute was adopted, 83 
to 53. 

The committee on foreign correspond- 
ence recommended for adoption several 
resolutions suggested by the western 
section of the alliance of reformed 
churches, the most important of which 
is that relating to marriage and di- 
voree, enjoining ministers to refuse to 
unite in marriage any person or persons 
whose marriage suc ministers have 
good reason to believe is forbidden by 
the laws of the church in which either 
party seeking to be married holds mem- 
bership. 

In the afternoon sessions there were 
two reports made by the joint com- 
mittee for the education of the ministry 
and ministerial rellef on the. overtures 
of the synod of Missouri, and the West 
Hanover presbytery. asking for @ con- 
solidation Of these two executive com- 
mittees, so that there shall he but one 
secretary and one set of officers. The 
majerity report of the joint committee 
takes the ground that each cause ‘s suf- 
ficiently important to justify\the pres- 
ent scale of expenses, and even mure, if 
necessary, to secUre a proper success 
for each cause. The majority, therefore, 
report adversely on the granting ef the 
overtures. The minority report, signed 
by W. W. Elwang, J. N. H. Summerell, 
W. A. Cleveland, C. C. Taliaferro and 
G. LL. Bitzer, takes the ground that 
from the records of the committee for 
the education of the ministry, presented 
for an inspection, there is not now nor 
will there be for years, a sufficient scope 
for the activities of thts committee to 
warrant the independent machinery now 
used to carry it on, and involving an 
expense of nearly It5 per cent of the 
total income, and feeling further that 
there is a real unity hetween the causes 
of education for the ministry and min- 
isterial relief, and believing that their, 
consolidation under one committec and 
one secretary would not interfere with 
the efficient work of either, recommend 
that tMme overtures be granted. After 
some discussion of the matter the assem- 
bly adopted the majority report. 


State of Religion. 


The committee on the state of religion 
submitted a narrative on the state of 
religion, which was adopted. The com- 
mittee had under consideration narratives 
from seventy-eight out of the eighty-two 
presbyteries. Of these seventy-three re- 
port attendance upon services ‘good: thir. 
teen very good; seventeen poor. As to 
the observance of family Wofship 
seventy-five report sad neglect and nine 
report some improvement. Forty-one 
churches are noted as being without one 
family aijitar. Sixty-seven  presbyteries 
report favorable observance of the Lord’« 
day, nine more or less favorable. and 
seven note desecration. Thirty-six report 
home training of children and youth as 
good, while forty report it as greatiyv 
neglected; seventy-two report Sabbath 
schoo] training well done. As to spiritual! 
growth, thirty-seven report it generai in 
their churches, seven report large acces- 
sions, and thirty-one report no evidence 
of spirituai growth. 

.As to evengelistic work, seven report 
large work, twenty-five some. little, 
thirty-five very little and two none. : 

The committee urges greater care in 
the preparation of narratives and the at- 
tendance of the people on evening servy- 
ices and prayer meetings, and that all 
ministers be enjoined to give special! at- 
tention to the subject of Nome training 
in the catechism and scriptures and to 
family worship.

ROADS CAN MAKE 
REDUCED RATES 


Ruling of Railroad Com- 
mission on Point Made 
by Roads, 


In a ruling yesterday upon rule 6 of 
the state railroad commission, that body 
decided that the railroads in the state 
can reduce rates between certain points 
in the state in order to put them on @ 
basis of equality with pOints similarly 
situated outside the state, without having 
to lower rates to other points on such 
lines, which are not similarly situated. 

In other words, the Central of Geor-. 
gia Railway Company is permitted to 
reduce the rates on certain comm ddities 
between Atlanta and Savannah in order 
to put Atlanta on a basis of equality 
with Nashville and other similarly sit- 
uated points, without being required to 
lower its rates between Atlanta and any 
intermediate points on its line. 

The commission's ruling on this point 
as made yesterday is as follows: 

“It is entirely within the province of 
the railroads to reduce a rate or rates 
from a place or places in Georgia so as 
to place such place or places in. this 
state on an equality with compctitive 
points in another state witholt making 
a reduction in rates to and from other 
stations On its line not similarly sit- 
yated with respect ot such competitive 
rates, and that the proviso in said rule 
is to be construed as a part of said 
rule and refers to points on the line 
or lines upon which the reduction may be 
put into effect.” 

This is a point upon which the ruling 
of the railroad commission was asked 
eat the time the Atlanta freight bureau: 
filed its petition asking for lower intra- 
state rates. The petition asked that 
rates between Atlanta and Savannah and 
between Atlanta and Brunswick, in both 
diréctions, be reduced on all classes of 
freight. Representatives of the roads 
then asked that the commission rule on 
the point as to whether such reductions 
might be made without making similar 
reductions to intermediate points. 

The commission has now passed on 
this question and it is up to the rail- 
roads to say what they will do wilh re- 
gard to the rates which have been ask- 
ed by Atlanta. If the roads take no ac- 
tion, it will then be left to the com- 
mission to say what shall be done @hen 
it decides the whole matter referred to 
it by the Atlanta freight bureau. This 
wil] come up for final consideration on 
June 2i. 

Dispute Over a Sidetrack. 

Another matter of interest which the 
commisston had before it was the peti- 
tion of Couch Bros. and J J. Egan, 
of Bast Point, seeking to compel the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railway Company to re- 
place a sidetrack which the road had re- 
moved from that company’s property 
several weeks ago. The complainant 
asserted that similar privileges were 
granted to other partes in the same 
or Other lines of business, and that 
the removal of the track was an unjust 
discrimination against them. The com- 
plainant was represented by Attorney 
J. F. Golightly. 

A. H. Lawton, of Savannah, appeared 
for the Central. e@ held that the 
commissoin had no ju iction to make 
any railroad replace a sidetrack, and 
even. if it did, the road had a contract 
with this firm by which it was privi- 
leged to remove this track whenever 
it saw fit to do so. He claimed this 
track did not pay and for that reason 
the road removed it. The commission 
has the matter under consideration. 

The commission has Ordered the Geor- 
gia railroad to build a depot at Redan 
within ninety days. Plans were submit- 
ted for such a depot yesterday ’and ap- 

roved. Redan is located just below 

tone Mountain, and there is at pres- 
ent no depot within easy reach of that 
point. . 
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‘MAKES LIFE'S WALK EASY: 


BIG FIRE LOSS 
AT WAYCROSS 


Thirty Thousand Dollars 
Worth of Plant and Lum- 
ber Burn, 


Waycross, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)—The 
big saw mill, dry kiln, lumber yard and 
Planing mill of J. R. & T. Bunn, at 
Fairfax, in this county, was destroyed 
by fire last night. Fire wag discovered 
about 7 o'clock and burned fiercely all 
night. ' 

A large quantity of lumber wag-in the 
yards, and the greater part of it was 
consumed. Another big mill near by, 
which is just being completed by the 
Bunns, was saved with great difficulty. 
The burned mill was one of the largest 
in this section’ of hte state. The loss is 
$30,000 and there was no insurance, as 
the Messrs. Bunn decided to bear the 
risk themselves on account of the high 
insurance rates at Fairfax.

Speer Takes Hand in Savan- 
nah Street Railway 
~~ Tangle, 


Macon, Ga., May, 27.—(Special.)—The 
Savannah Electric Railway Company wili 
not put down its tracks on Gwinnett 
street, at least for the present. The 
promoters of the enterprise were today 
estopped from further work or progress 
on that line by an order issued by Judge 
Emory Speer, of the United Statés court. 
in chambers here today. 

Before Judge Speer there appeared J. 
Ferris Cann, one of the leading members 
of the Savannah bar and an ex-member 
of the state senate, with a petition, the 
handiwork and creation of Mrs. Edward 
Karrow and others, residents and prop- 
erty owners on that popular Savannah 
thoroughfare. 

Attorney Cann in presenting the plea 
for his clients asserted that the construc- 
tion of the Hne designed by the railway 
builders would greatly damage and de- 
preciate the value of their ownings in 
that section of the city. 

In the petition it was asserted that the 
permission to build the line had been 
granted before those objecting had a 
knowledge of even its existence. 

The prayer declared also that the prop- 
erty owners now objecting had not been 
given an opportunity or a chance to Op- 
pose the building of the transit line. By 
the full exercise of the power given in 
the franchise, the petitioners, so their 
paper presented by Attorney Cann says, 
would be greatly damaged, would be ma- 
terially affected financially, the pett- 
tioners, it was asserted, has never been 
given an opportunity to object to the 
construction of the contemplated line, or 
to oppose the granting o the petition in- 
volved, 

Methods pursued, Attorney Cann de- 
clared, had deprived the people of the 
value of their properties without due 
process of law, and, as this was done by 
the aid of Savannah, that city being the 
representative of the state of Georgia, 
the granting of the franchise was in 
violation of the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United States, 
which declares that no state shall de- 
prive any citizen of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law. Sudge 
Speer will give a final hearing one day 
next week, the exact date to be named 
soon after court convenes tomorrow.

Mayor Howell will this morning issue 
the call for the special session of the 
general council. 

During the meeting of Monday he will 
read a message to the body, which will 
contain the correspondence that has 
passed between him and local members 
of the general assembly of the state, 
printed in full by The Constitution yes- 
terday morning. His message will also 
.contain the information that he has 
j#igned both the resolution providing for 
the purchase of Piedmont park and the 
resolution which requests the general ag- 
‘sembly to so amend the charter of At- 
Janta as to permit the city. to extend its 
northern limits. 

In view of the assurance that both the 
annexation of north Atlanta and. the 
purchase of Pledmont park are accom- 
plished facts it has become: necessary to 
work out the details in connection with 
the Incorporation of north Atlanta, as 
Was suggested in the correspondence be- 
tween Mayor Howell and the four loral 
members of the general assembly. Mayor 
Hiowell will call attention to this in his 
messace. 

The message will be referred to a come 
mittee of the members of the general 
council, and before that bodygthe resif- 
dents of north Atlanta will come and 
state what they think should be given 
their section of the city. 

Place for New School. 

Mayor Howell will probably make sev- 
eral suggestions regarding the needs of 
north Atlanta, but probably the most im- 
portant of them will be his remarks upon 
the school question. 

He will recommend that a special com- 
mittee be appointed with instructions to 
examine the Georgia state building of the 
Cotton Sfates and International exposi- 
tion with a view to converting it into a 
public schoo! for north Atlanta. Mayor 
Howell is of the opinion that the building 
is admirable for schoo] purposes, and 
could be made into a-:splendid school 
structure with @ very small appropria- 
tion. 

It was erected by the state of Georgia 
in 1895, at a cost of $10,000, and it is 
now a substantial building and in good 
repair. It is the structure that from its 
rear overlooks the race course, while the 
front faces the broad plaza that is im- 
mediately inside the main entrance of 
the park. 

It is a two-story building from the 
front, but is three stories in height in! 
the rear, the reason for this being the 
fact that it is located on the side of the 
steep hill by tne side of the race course. 
it is believed that the building can easily 
accommodate 800 pupils. 

It would be opened next September 
when ail the other public schools vf At- 
lanta will commence the fall term and 
for that reason would be of great bene- 
fit to North Atlanta. 

The object of Mayor Howell in calling 
a epecia] session of council at this time 
igs the fact that nine days will elupse 
before the general council again meets 
in regular session. There will then not be 
another session for another two weeks. 
Therefore if the mayor waited until the 
next regular session to request that a 
committee be appointed three weeks 
would elapse before the general council 
acted finally upon the detailed plan for 
the extension of the city limits.

evidence in all cases, are still talking of 
the death of Miss Kloeckler, and on every 
side you can overhear men and women 
going over the evidence as it has been 
given out in the newspapers. There is a 
restlessness in all this talk, an undercur- 
rent of feeling that all has not been done 
that should have been done. There were 
clews, small, it is true, but murderers 
have been caught and hanged on much 
smaller things than the findthe of a cuff 
or the piece of a watch chain. The de- 
tectives say these clews @re no evidence 
and had nothing to do with the death of 
the young woman, 


The Man’s Cuff. 

Admitting that the cuff had nothing 
to do with the death of Miss Kloeckler, 
what harm, it is being asked, could 
there have been to find the owner of 
it? It has been reported that tne cuff 
has disappeared. Detective Harry 
White,. who has pbeen working on the 
case, said last night: 

“That cuff can be, produced whenever 
it becomes necessary to do so. It is not 
in my possession, but I know that it 
can be produced at any time.’’ 

Coroner Stamps said last night: 

“I understand tnat there has been 
some question raised as to the wherea- 
bouts of the cuff which was found near 
the place where Miss’ Kloeckler was 
drowned. I just wish to say that I 
have that cuff. I was asked for it to- 
day, but I did not think I was called 
upon to turn it over to any person who 
wanted it. I have it and will keep it 
until I see fit to turn it over to the 
officers of the law.”’ 

Father Bazin has stated, and there are 
many who agree with him, that the 
coroner’s jury had no authority under 
the facts in the case to make a verdict 
of suicide. There was no evidence to 
show that a murder was committed, it 
is gaid, but at the same time there was 
no evidence to show that Miss Kloeck- 
ler committed suicide.s The verdict, say 
many, therefore should have been: ‘We, 
the jury, find that the deceased came 
to her death from causes unknown.” 
Or it might nave been added, ‘‘And we 
think it probable. that she committed 
suicide.’’ It is argued that there was as 
much reason to say she was murdered 
as there was to say she killed herself. 
wimply because there was no evidence 
showing murder was not proof that 
death was the result of suicide. 

The simple facts upon which the de- 
tectives had to work were as follows: 
Simple Facts of Case. 

A young woman leaves her home to go 
to work. She does not put in an appear- 
ance at her place of business. Her hat 
is found on the shore of a lake and later 
her body is found under the water. Near 
the place where the body was found, 
a man’s cuff and a plece of a watch 

chain are picked up. 

To prove suicide in a case of the kind 
it is best, so old detectives have laid 
down as a rule, to disprove murder, that 
is, when !{n a case like this there is no 
direct evidence proving suicide. 

What evidence was there to prove 
that Miss Kloeckier committed suicide? 
Simply because she was found drowned 
in. a lake? Her family and friends all 
state positively that there was no reason 
why she should have wanted to end her 
life so far as they knew. 

It seems true that she went to Lake- 
wood alone, but could she not have met 
some one at the resort? 

So far as the man’s cuff is concerned, 
the fact that it was found hanging to 
the limb of a tree would preclude any 
belief that it was torn from 2 man’s 
hand in a scuffle. But some one may 
have picked it up in passing, after the 
deed was committed, and placed it on 
the tree. 

What Reason for Suicide? 

If Miss Kloeckler killed herself, she 
must have had some reason for doing 
so, and so far no shadow of a reason has 
been advanced. If there is a man in the 
case and he was not present when Miss 
Kloeckler drowned herself, should not 
that man be run to cover? 

This is the way the case is being dis- 
cussed by the people who have read all 
the evidence. 

It has been reported to the detectives 
that J. C. Adolphus, a bookkteper for 
the Southern Bell Telephone Company, 
had made a statement that he saw Miss 
Kloeckler in a row boat with a young 
man on last Wednesday morning. The 
officers say that Mr. Adolphus is cer- 
tainly mistaken, because Miss Kloeckler’a 
has was found Tuesday morning.

ences, bodes no good to post-conven- 


| tion democratic harmony, 


Mr. Bryan, on-this and other occa- 
sions of late, has conveyed the impres- 
sion that he will not hesitate 
to place his political shoes in 
the footprints of the previous 
Palmer and Buckner schismatics 
in the efyent that a third Chicago-Kan- 
Sas City platform is not promulgated 
at St. Louis. His yoice is not being 
raised for honorable compromise and 
the party unity that can only come 
through that broad spirit; contrart- 
wise, he seems intent on sounding an 
alarm preparatory to viewing with 
alarm after the majority has register: 
ed its convention will. 

The democratic masses will accept 
Mr. Bryan's apparent attitude as a 
sad omen for the impending political 
campaign. The majority of them, who 
are his admirers and believe in the 
intrinsic qualities of his democracy, 
will be slow, however, to believe that 
he is capable of conducting a Palmer 
and Buckner republican aid society 
after a bolt.

that temporizes with no vital issue 
and nominate a ticket that can con- 
sistently represent the platform.

The-Truth of History. 
At the risk of being charged with 
butting in—an unenviable role at best 
—we can not refrain from asking a 
question or two about this San Juan 
hill business. 

A word of preliminary explanation. 
The New York Sun has undertaken 
to satisfy the curiosity of one of its 
readers who has raised the question 
whether Colonel Roosevelt, of the 
Rough Riders, did or did not take part 
in the famous charge up San Juan hill 
which was the chief episode of the 
land fighting against the forces of 
Spain. By means of a copy of the of- 
ficial map and of copious extracts 
from Colonel Roosevelt’s personal nar- 
rative of his experiences that day 
The Sun reaches the conclusion that 
he was there. It seems that some 
doubting Thomases, particularly 
among the officers of the regular army 
who insist upon having a day in court 
In times of peace, even if they are 
denied Opportunities for heroism th 
times of war, have contended that the 
Roosevelt charge, so elaborately de- 
scribed in the aforementioned personal 
narrative, was up Kettle hill, qa prom- 
ontory of minor importance. The Sun 
maintains that the Kettle hill affair 
preceded that of San Juan hill; that 
after the former feat had been accom: 
plished, and later in the crowded hour 
of active hostilities, Colonel Roosevelt 
and some of his men pressed on to 
the top of one of the several promon- 
tories comprising the San Juan ridge, 
and that while this was not techni- 
cally the San Juan hill so gallantly 
taken by the American troops under 
General Hawkins, it was certainly a 
San et hill, and that, therefore, all 
the Claims made by the leader of the 
Rough Riders,were warranted. 

But now comes the esteemed Wasb- 
ington Post to enter a Strong disclaim- 
er in behalf of Colonel Roosevelt. Jt 
is even charged that. The Sun defense 
has its inspiration in malice. The Post 
in sO many words declares that Colo- 
nel Roosevelt’s narrative shows he 
never Claimed to have had a‘ part in 
the San Juan hill fighting, but that his 
Strenuosity that day was confined en- 
tirely to the hill which took its hame 
from the sugar kettles on its top. 
In other words, The Sun is charged 
with manufacturing a claim for Colo- 
nel Roosevelt in order that it might 
have the pleasure of demolishing it in 
the guise of an earnest defense.

chagin masterpiece, painted under 
the personal supervision of the then 
President Roosevelt, must be taken as 
a valuable piece of circumstantia! evi- 
dence—should anything of that nature 
be called for. It shows Colonel Roose- 
velt at the head of his famous wa:- 


‘Tiors charging up San Juan hill—the 


real thing. There is no suggestion in 
this masterpiece of sugar kettles or of 
the presence of such unnecessary ap- 
pendages as troops of the regular 
army, not even of the negro regulars 
whose partisans have sometimes ad- 
vanced the preposterous claim that but 
for them fhe Rough Riders would 
have been wiped off the face of the 
earth that day.

Statement Made by the Bureau Has 
Caused Denial by Senator Gor- 
man—Senator Bailey Talks 
of the Views of Judge 
Parker.

Washington, May 27.—(Special.)—The 
fact that Senator Gorman felt impelled 
to enter a denial of certain statements 
attributed to him, though he did this in 
the friendliest possible spirit, has served 
to call attention to the press bureau being 
operated here to promote the candidacy 
of Judge Parker. The identity of the 
men who are in control of this bureau is 
involved in some uncertainty, but that 
a good deal of work is being done is 
.generally known. 

Judge Parker Described. 

The matter is being sent out in the 
shape of a publication called ‘‘Cosmo- 
graphic.’’ An interesting feature of the 
first issue of this publication is the fol- 
vowing personal description of Judge 
Parker: 

‘Judge Parker is 6 feet tall and a man 
of gigantic strength. His shoulders are 
broad and hhiséchest deep. His muscles, 
developed by hard work on the farm 
and by daily horseback riding, are the 
muscles of an athletic. 

“He slopes perfectly as a Man should, 
from his shoulders to his feet, and in 
spitg of his nearly fifty-two years and 


}his weight of 196 pounds, his step is as 


light as a boy’s and he can vault into 
the saddle with ease. 

“His face is that of a country-bred man, 
The eyes are 
large and of an agreeable brown, lion- 
like eyes but for the kindly expression. 
One notices the eyes first and then the 
immense jaws and formidable round chin. 
The lower part of the face is heavy, but 
mot brutal. It has a powerful line and 
outward thrust that suggests tremen- 
dous will power. The mouth is large and 
masculine, with a thick lower lip. The 
upper teeth are big, flat and white, the 
lower teeth are smaller. The coarse, 
tawny mustache goes well with the bDril- 
pes brown eyes and the reddish brown 

air. 

“The judge’s nose is aquiline. He has 
high cheek bones, byt the characteristic 
is not marked. is high, broad forehead 
slopes backward without a bump. It is 
a singular symmetrical brow, showing 
penertation, observation, ambition and 
energy. 

‘‘Nowhere in the face or head ts there 
a suggestion of craft. Nor is there any- 
thing sidewise or sly in the eyes. They 
look at you straight. The practical and 
logical dominate the imaginative quall- 
ties—impulse is a slave to will. The lack 
of wrinkle between the eyebrows and the 
smooth forehead indicates a man who 
can concentrate his mind without the 
great effort which contracts the facial 
muscles.”’ 

“Judge Parker dresses well, and always 
in dark colors, usually grays. His ordi- 
nary attire is a cutaway coat of rough 
gray cloth and gray trousers. He wears 
a standing collar and a simple Ddilack 
cravat held by a small pearl. Few men 
are more decorous or careful in their 
dress,” 

Bailey on Parker. 

In the opinion of Senator Balley, of 
Texas, there is no ground for doubt 
where Judge Parker, of New York, 
stands upon the fundamental principles 
of. democracy, and no good reason, there- 
fore, for the cry going up in some quar- 
ters for an utterance from the distin- 
guished jurist in view of:-his presidential 
candidacy. 

Senator Bailey finds in Sudge Parker's 
Georgia Bar Association address of last 
year ample proof that he is “all right’’ 
upon the important question of the 
rights of the states. He finds in his 
study of Judge Parker’s decisions ren- 
dered on the highest bench of New York 
a sufficient insight into his position upon 
the tru&Bts, the franchise tax and other 
important questions to warrant the con- 
viction that he has a broad understand- 
ing of, and belief in, democratic con- 
servatism. He believes Judge Parker a 
good, old-fashioned democrat and an 
eminently safe man. 

There has Deen much criticism in Texas 
over the failure of Judge Parker to dis- 
cuss political questions. Former Gover- 
nor Hogg is one of the men who have 
voiced this criticism. Prestgnably it was 
to offset this criticism that Senator 
Bailey recently dictated a statement for 
publication which sets forth his attitude 
toward the question of the presidential 
nomination. Here is that statement: 

"For the last two years I have be- 
lieved that Senator Gorman’s nomination 


| Would be the wisest one which the demro- 


cratic party could make for the coming 
presidential election and if he were now 
a candidate I would cordially support 
him. Inasmuch, however, as Senata 
Gorman is not a candidate and the con- 
test seems to have narrowed down to a 
contest between Judge Parker and Mr. 
Hearst, I do not feel the least hesita- 
tion in preferring the nomination of 
Judge Parker. I recognize the force of the 
objection f6 Judge Parker based upon the 
fact that S%* Was not publicly and ex- 
plicitly stated his views upon important 
questidns; and I woud not favor him as 
against a cgndidate whose views had 
been fully announced to the people, pro- 
vided I agreed with those views. It is 
not true, however, that we are entirely 
without knowledge of Judge Parker’s 
political opinions. His judicial opinion 
against the trusts commends him to 
every thoughtful democrat, and his de- 
cision on the franchise tax was also 
thoroughly democratic. We also know 
that he delivered an address last year 
before the Georgia Bar Association in 
whichhhe madeathormughand admirable 
defense of states’ rights. Knowing him to 
be sound in his arg to trusts and 
in his support of a just exerc’ge of the 
faxing pe*ver. and an intelligent advo- 
cate of states’ rights, I cannot believe 
that there is an serious danger in assum- 
ing that he is an old-fashioned democrat 
on all other questions.’’

Committee May Suggest to Council] 
an Amendment to City Charter 
That Will Extend Limit of 
License Taxes Charged 
by the City. 


The tax committee of the general coun- 
cil, Councilman Quillian, chairman, may 
suggest tO council in its report during 
the next session that a charter amend- 
ment be secured so as to permit the city 
to charge more than $200 per annum 
for license taxes when it deems it proper 
to do so. 

This matter has yet to be acted upon, 
but it is certain that it will be seriously 
considered by thé committee before the 
rext session of the general council. 

The committee on yesterday afternoon 
completed its work of revising the gen- 
era] tax ordinance of the city, with base- 
ball games operated for revenue, 

The legal department of the municipal- 
ity is said to have advised the committee 
that it cannot put a tax of more than 
$200 per annum upon Abner Powell. It 
appears certain that his Jicense tax will 
rot be less than that amount. The com- 
mittee has not yet acted for the reason 
that it desires to give Mr. Powell an 
opportunity to be heard before his license 
tax is determined upon. 

Some of the Changes. 

Very few changes were made in the 
general tax ordinance this vear. Follow- 
ing are those that are of the most im- 
portance: 

Dealers in art glass, increased from $25 
to $50 per annum; auctioneers, transient, 
no license to be issued for less than the 
full price for one year, from $50 to $200 
per annum; bakeries operated by hand, 
from $25 to $10 per annum; one-horse, 
two-horse and four-horse drays, which 
were, respectively. $15, $25 and $30 per 
annum, are reduced to $10, $15 and $20 
per annum; employment agencies and in- 
t@;ligenc® bureaus are increased from $75 
to $100 per annum, and no license isto be 
issued for less than the full price for one 
year; flour and grist mills, from $25 to 
$€O per annum; furniture factories, from 
$25 to $50 per annum; ginger ale manu- 
facturers, from $25 to $50 per annum; 
wholesale grocers, from $25 to $50 per 
annum; hacks, one-horse $15, two-horse 
$25; labor agents, no license to be issued 
for less than the full price for one year, 
$100; libraries, $25 per annum; lumber 
dealers, selling from cars to others than 
registered merchants ir that line, $200 
per annum; mail order businesses, $25 
tc $50 per annum; planing milis, $25 per 
annum; produce dealers, $25 per annum; 
railway news dealers, $25 per annum; 
dealers in bottled soda water, $!10 per 
eannum; tooth cream dealers, $15 per 
annum; dealers in white hops and malt 
extracts, from $25 to $200 per annum,

TWO BIG SUITS 
NEARING END 


Vandyke Case and Janes 
Libel Suit Attract- 
ing Attention. 


The two most sensational! suits tried 
in the Fulton county courts in some time 
past will be brought to a conclusion 
early next week. 

Al) the evidence in the $50,000 libel 
suit of former Judge C. G. Janes, of the 
Tallapoosa circuit, has been introduced, 
the last witnesses concluding their testi- 
mony before Judge Reid’s court was ad- 
journed fer the day. 

Today Judge Reid will 
conclusion of the case, Saturday being 
always devoted to motion business. But 
when his court convenes on Monday 
morning the arguments will be taken wp 
and the sensational suit will probably be 
in the hands of the jury by evening.

Attachment Suits. 

Three attachment suits tor damages 
aggregating $50,000, were filed to the 
city court yesterday. ‘The sults are all 
against railroads. Under all of them 
over thirty freight cars were levied upon 
and held. 

The first was that of B. E. Martin 
against the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific railroad. ‘Tne suit is for 
$20,000 damages because of the death 
of the plaintiff's son, who was killed at 
Evansville, Tenn. He is represented by 
Hoke Smith. and H. C. Peeples and J. J. 
Hastings. 

Mrs. Emma Collier, through the same 
attorneys, attached the property of the 
Texas and Pacific railroad because ot a 
claim she has against that company on 
account of the death of her son, who 
was killed at Marshall, ‘lex. She asks 
for $20,000 damages. 

Jeff Tuggart, admiinstrator of the 
estate of Dillard Moon, attached the 
property of the Alabama Great Southern 
railrvad under a claim tar $10,000 dam- 
ages because ot the death of Moon, who 
was killed in a Collision near Meridian, 
Miss. He is represented by the same 
ettorneys. 


Unique Damage Suit. 

Miss Nellie E. Clancey, who says she 
is an expert in portrait work, yesterday 
filed a sult for damages against Binder 
jros., a firm composed of Samuel, Isldor 
and Herman Binder, who, she says, dis¢ 
charged her without any due cause and 
in violation of a contract she had with 
them, 

Miss Clancey alleges that in August, 
1903, she was engaged in her work in 
Nashville, Tenn., and that she was mak- 
ing $20 a week from it. She was build- 
ing up a fine business, she says, having 
studied portrait work for more than two 
years in one of the best schools of the 
country. 

At that time, that is in last August, 
the firm of Binder Bros. informed her 
that they liked her work and would see 
that she made from $15 to $25 a week 
in thelr employ here in Atlanta. She 
finally agreed to come under those terms, 
She alleges, and actually did come in 
November and went to work for that 
firm. 

But she declareq that in February she 
was discharged in violation of her con- 
tract and that by reason of this she 
has lost considerable money in salaries 
and by giving up her growing portrait 
business in Nashville, for all of which 
alleged damage she now desires com- 
pensation. 

Her suit was filed by Attorney Madi- 
son Bell.
